THE NATURE AND TREATMENTa OF HERNIA 


Hernia, commonly called rupture, 
is a protrusion of some portion of a 
struc'ure from within the abdomen 
through the abdominal wall. It is a 
bulging, not a breaking open of *r.e 
skin. In moat cases a loop of intes- 
tine fs the structure which bulges; 
sometimes it is portion of the omen- 
turn, or covering of the intestines. 
The protrusion begins high in the 
groin, follows a path downward and 
toward the mid-line ol the body. 
In infants and young children 
;: 
large 'hare of hernias disappear spon- 
taneously, if kept supported by a suit- 
able pad or belt or truss. In adults 
hernia rarely if ever responds to any 
other treatment than 
operation. 
An adult with hernia should wear 
a properly fitted support, of course. 
The fitting and selection of the par- 
ticular support required for a g^en 
case is a matter for the family doctor 
to supervise.. This is highly import- 
ant because so many victims of con- 
ditions other than hernia which con- 
ditions happen to resemble 
hernia, 
are maltreated by druggists, manu- 
faetuiers of trusses and other incom- 
petent persons.

Recipe No. 2. 
Tho following method is preferred 
by some because it 1-sares more of the 
color In the preserves: 
To (wo pounds of washed, capyed 
and stemmed

In the morning pour juice thus ol>-. 
tained into a preserving kettle, add, 
berries and cook to 222 degrees F.; 
or until the syrup is very heavy. Pack 
and sterilize as in recipe No. 1.

those who are going to put up any 
quantity of preserves to purchas.R a 
chemical thermometer, which gives 
readings by degrees Fahrenheit for 
each degree from 212 up. 
Equipped 
with such ft thermometer, the pro- 
server can be certain of uniform re- 
sults. The syrup will not reach 
<.1'2. 
decrees F. until it is cooked enougn 
and is of the best preserving consijt- 
ency 
The reason for this is that the 
svrui'- will not reach this temperature 
untlflhe proper amount of water has 
been driven off by boiling. 
Such a 
thermumeter is also very ueefuV in. all 
forms of preserving, in candy making, 
and in other cooking operations whjre 
results depend upon exact heating.
